Backwater extends fifty miles or more up 
the Arkansas, and prevents planters of that 
region from doing. a stroke of work toward 
putting in their “pring crops.. Stock in 
many places are huddled together on mounds 
and rude platforms, where, half starved, the 
patiently await an abatement of the flood, 
which thellatest news from the Ohio and its 
tributaries fail to encourage. 

On the Mississippi side the breaks near 
Bolivar Landing still remain open as before, 
and numerous cotton farms near them are 
submerged. There has recently been a new 
oreak at the Cook place, and all of these 
crevasses have resulted from the persistent 
industry of innumerable cray fish, insects 
which have always proven more or less de- 
structive to levees, by working myriads of 
holes and honey-combing them through and 
through. 

At Greetville the banks are caving consid- 
erably, and several buildings have already 
been encroached upon. A saw mill below 
the town has recently been abandoned, be- 
carse the edge of the bank got too close for 
comfort. 

Back of Vicksburg, at the crossing of the 
Big Black, the Jackson Railway trains are 
impeded by the overflow of their track. On 
the road opposite Vicksburg, leading towa d 
Monroe on the Wachita, the trains have 
stopped, while the mails and passengers are 
carried through by skiffa and hand cars. 
Toe road has been damaged by the Bass 
crevasse below Providence, and several 
weeks will be required to repair the injury 
after the waters subside. 

Below the mouth of Red river, in the su- 
gar growing region, the greatest alarm pre- 
vails, and with cause. e river is brim 
full, and theslightest wind causes waves to 
dash over the levees in a threatening way. 
As the steamer John B. Maude came up last 
week, camp fires were to be seen at brief in- 
tervals with watchers at all points ready to 
repair damages on the slightest demand. 
All the way to the Gulf the sugar country is 
endangered by the flood. The canvasses of 
the lower river have been reported from day 
to day by telegraph.

Wa REIS, Offict.] information has been received at 
this Department that a murder was committed in the 
county of Fulton, on the 19th day of February, 1874, 
upon the body of Penn Bedell, by Alfred G. Chisolm 
and John F. Chisolm, as is alleged, and that said 
John F. Ohisolm has fisd from justice. 

I have thought proper, therefore, to issuc this my

In hie disclai- 
mer he says be did not intend to include us 
among the “imbeciles.” A very legitimate 
inference from this ig that we, in his estima- 
uon, belong to one or the other of the two 
remaining clasees mentioned by him. We 
cannot, upon any logical view of the subject, 
ve embraced within his“ few exceptions,”, 
(aor can aby other man from the South come 
within these excepiiuns;) for one of the 
leading features of his aadress is to show 
mat the South has not a single man of 
ability or statesmanship ia Congress. Nat 
a single one with capacity and integrity 
enough to vindicate her rights, her interests, 
her cause or her honor! This be even la- 
ments as a most curious chapter in our his- 
tory,” and says: It will puzzle the future 
historian.” Zo that when Mr. Hill excepts 
General Gordon and myself from the “imbe- 
ciles” of the sad con ation,” he clearly 
leaves us, from all he has said, cither among 
the knaves or negroes. 

Several other parts of this address admit 
of no alternative conclusion but that he in- 
tended very direct and in jurlous allusions to 
me. Such, for instance, as his remarks about 
those who “rushed to writing books,“ ‘to 
give their account of the war,” etc. I know 
of no man who was connected with tne 
Ccnfederate Goverpment, in high or l.w 
position, wbo has since the war 
written books“ upon the subject ex- 
cept myself. Three others only, as far as 1 
know, nave written one each. I have writ- 
ten four volumes - two upon the war, another 
known as the “Reviewers Reviewed, and 
another known as a Compendium of the 
History of the United States, including all 
the essential facts of the war. These books“ 
must bave been in Mr. Hill's mind when be 
penued that paragraph of his address, and 
heir author was doubtless intended 10 fall 
within the range ofthe dizparagiog imputa- 
tion cast by him ia this part of his address. 
The public generally, 1 think, so uoder- 
stand it. 

With these personalities of Mr. Hill, or his 
personal fliogs at me of any kind, which he 
has been indulging in to a greater or less ex- 
tent for several years past, it is not my pui- 
pose now to deal, nor is ic my purpose to 
enter upon aby vindication of myself against 
these imputations, nor upon any defeise of 
my fidelity and devotion to the success of 
the Confederate cauee upon the priuciples 
on whica it was based. 1 should think 1 had 
lived to but litile purpose if I deemed ii nec- 
essary to do 80. 

But, Mr. Editor, my chief object in this 
review is to deal with Mr. Hill's paper as an 
histurical production, prepared for the pur- 
pose of being fied among Seuthern u isturi- 
cal archives, for the use and guidance of fu- 
ture bistorians. If the meriis of historical 
contributions consist in high-wrought orato- 
ry, wich special regard to rhetoric, and with - 
out any to facts, then, indeed, this display of 
Mr. Hill may well be heralded as a sample of 
the highest performance of i a kind ever before 
exhibited by a Georgian, and it is to be huped 
that it will remain without arival of ite class, 
by all Georgians, for all time to come. His- 
tory’ should be based upon truth, and 
the real value and merits of all contribu- 
tions to history should be estimated 
chicfly according to their conformity to 
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ll, with his usual shemelessness of 
sas if he could give a truer and 
fuller account of what occurred at that con- 
ference, (though he was bundreds of miles 
away, from iu ieception toſiia oonelusion,) bat 
contents bimseif by eaying, “I wa ie giv> 
that history now.” Pray, when wait he give 


it? 

Again, Mr. Hill eays: 

" We alt remember the flerce war which 
was made in Georgia against certain war 
measures of the Congress and against Mr. 
Davis for recommending them—conscrip- 
tion and impresement especially were de- 
nounced as —— 1 — — 
not binding on soldiers or people, then 
the ined nuspension of Aabeas corpus was 
made the occasion for a concerted movement 
on the Legislature, assembled in exira session, 
to array tue State in hostility to the Confed- 
erate administration. It failed. This was in 
the dark days of 1664.” 

Here is another jumble of bald, reckless 
assertions of untruths. What was sad and 
done at the extra seésion of the Legislature 
of Georgia, in 1864, upon conscription, im 
pressmenis and the suspension of the priv- 
tlege of the writ of Aabeas corpus, was not 
dove with a view to array the State in hos 
lility to the Confederate administration, 
much less he Confederate cause, as inti- 
mated; nor did the movement tail. The 
resolutions passed the Legislature. I was in 
Milledgevilie at the time aud addressed the 
Legislature upon the tubject. My speech 
upon the cccssion was published at the time, 
and isto be found in Cleveland’s compila- 
tion, pege 761, from which all seekers after

the truth of history can clearly see the most pla 


patriotic objecia wuich controlled the action 
of the Legislature at that time. The object 
was to give a friendly guide to the adminis- 
tration on that line of policy on which alone 
it could succeed. The Legislature did de- 
nounce in most emphatic terme, the uncon. 
etitutionality of the suspension of the writ of 
habeas corpus; and will Mr. Hill now dare 
jvin issue with the Legislature upon the cor 
rectness of the principles proclaimed by 
them? Will he now dare defend the mon- 
Sirous outrages committed under the con- 
script and impressment acts of the Oon- 
federate Congress? Similar resvlutious to 
nose by the Georgia Legiala- 
ture upon a suspension of the writ of Aabeas 
corpus were paseed in the same desk days of 
i864, by the 9 of other Southern 
Staus then in on, includiag Mississippi, 
Mr. Davia’ own State. The legislature of 
each of these States, while passing resolu- 
tions of this character showing their watch- 
fulness over the principles that Isy at the 
fouodation of the entire Southern cause, con- 
tinued their pledges fur the maintenance ot 
chat cause uuder any and every sacrifice.
